Hurrah for 
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WaKE Forest CoLLEGE CoMMENCE- 
MENT EXERCISES.—In our ysesterday’s 
report we promised to give our readers 
a brief synopsis of the excellent address 
of Rev. L. H. Shuck before the Alumni 
Wednesday evening. 


The Annual Address before the Alum- 
ni Association of Wake Forest College 
was delivered on Tuesday evening, the 
25th inst., by the Rev. L. H. Shutk, 
Pastor of the First Baptist Church ot 
Charleston, 8. C. The speaker was a 
graduate of the class of 1856, and after 
alluding in an affectionate manner to 
the deceased members of his class and 
the other Alumni who had fallen in the 
late war, he proceeded to the aiscussion 
of the subject he had chosen, namely : 
“Success in Life.” He stated that the 
failures in tite were innumerable, em- 
bracing every period and included the 
names Of men of every shade of talent, 
from ptoddisg mediocrity to the most 
gifted genius. 

He urged the members of the As- 
sociation to beware lest their names be 
recorded in the melancholy roll ot! 
human failures. The speaker endeavored 
to show what constituted a truly suc- 
cessful life, and how even a man of 
moderate talent may make himself a 
blessing to mankind. We should keep 
before us the true object of life, view it 
as a solemn trust to be faithfully held, 
and tbat substantial honors and the 
most unbounded influences for good 
were in store for those men who live 
with glowing hearts and work with 
earnest hands. Vigorous exercise ot ali 
our powers; cnergy and activity, and 
the character graced by the pure spirit 
of christianity, these would enable any 
man to accomplish a successful life. 

The address was interspersed with 
beautiful selections of poetry, and with 
illustrations of true success as presented 
in the lives of men distinguished in the 
world’s history. 

Quite a number of the Alumni were 
present, and the address was well re- 
ceived by the intelligent audience. The 
Association, at a subsequent meeting, 
passed a vote of thanks to Rev. Mr. 
Shuck tor the ‘address and requested a 
copy for publication. 

Last evening the annual sermon was 
delivered by the Rev. Dr. A. Brolwn, 
of Georgia. His text “The Field is the 
World,” gave him as a theme, not the 
spiritual, but the terrestrial grandeur of 
the kingdom of Christ, and for above 
an hour the distinguished divine elabo 
rated the sublime logic in a very striking 
and impressive manner, 

Dr. Brown is nota handsome man, 
his manner is not graceful, nor is his 
voice especially sweet or powerful, and 
yet he has a reputation as a: preacher 
second to that of no man in the Baptist 
churches of Virginia. This eminence 
has been attained by the vast extent of 
his learning, and the nervous energy of 
his style—his accuracy aud power of 
language and the richness of his illus- 
tration, but chiefly because of the ex- 
traordinary vigor and originality of his 
thought. 

The discourse to which we had the 
pleasure of listening on this occasion 
was admired by all in attendance 
and attested how well and worthily his 
distinguished reputation 13 merited. 

To-day, Thursday, a large number of 
visitors arrived on the trains from both 
North and South, as well as still a 
larger number from the adjacent coun- 
try.

Fatal Medical Blunder. 

A dispatch from St. Louis, dated the 
24th, tothe New York Herald, gives 
the following particulars of three cases 
of accidental poisoning: 

A lettes from Hlermitage, Mo., gives 
an account of a terrible case of poison- 
ing which occurred in the town of 
Wheatland on Wednestay last. It ap 
pears that a young mar named Moore, 
applied to the county physician for a 
prescription for some medicine to cure 
ague, and. as he objected to taking qui- 
nine, the QGoctor preserbed a dose of 
bitters compounded of Peruvian bark, 
dog weed and whiskey. Young Moore 
took a dose of the bitters and started 
for his home, which he was barely able 
to reach €and soon aftervards died. 
Doctors Redtie!d and Barnes, who had 
been summoned by Mrs, Moore to at- 
tend her son, in order to releive the 


mother’s fears that the young man had 


been poisoned, each swallowed some of 
the bitters and soon afterwards started 
for their homes, but had preeeeded but 
a short distance only when Dr. Barnes 
was taken violently ill and was com- 
pelled to dimount from his horse, and 
was just able to drag himself home and 
died during the night. 

Doctor Redfield, feeling premonitory 
symptoms of poisoning, spurred his 
horse fto his utmost speed, and just 
reached his house and .ell insnsible at 
the door. He was carried inside and, 
died within fitteen minutes. 

The matter had not been investigated 
when the letter was written, therefore 
it is not known whether the doctor who 
prepared the bitters made a mistake, or 
whether the druggist from whom he 
purchased the medicine committed a 
blunder.

The lake is forty miles long by 
between two aid three in width, is per- 
tectly clear, and forms a splendid mir- 
ror, is from fourto six bundred feet 
deep, with magnificent scenery on every 
band, the whole view forming one of 
those pleasant scenes that the eye would 
ever delight to dwell upon. 

It would be more than useless for us 
to attempt to describe what we have 
seen In our tour thus far through wes- 
tern and centre New York, or to picture 
the hospitable manner in which we have 
been entertained on every hand. We 
will on'y say that the citizens évery- 
where, the corporate authorities and the 
members of the press, have put forward 
every endeavor to makcus comfortable, 
and have extended to us a cordia! 
welcome which has fully served to show 
that we, as Southern men, have abun- 
dant friends here. Our receptions have 
not been confined toany political party, 
but at every place the leading Repub. 
licans have been foremost in the efforts 
to entertain us. 

We will give a brief sketch of the 
manner in which we have been received 
at this beautiful and prosperous village, 
(cailed a village, although containing 
some six thousand inhabitants,) and 
your readers can form some idea of the 
general reception that has been given 
us at different points. We were met 
some distance down the lake by a dele- 
gation of citizens, and upon the arrival 
of the boat at the landing here a large 
number of the citizens came on deck, 
when we were formally received by the 
President of the town. We were then 
taken possession of individually by the 
citizens, conveyed to carriages in wait- 
ing, a large concourse of the citizens’ 
huving assembled on the wharf to give 
us greeting, and we were driven through 
the town into the country just back of 
it for the purpose of being shown the 
extent of the Nursery business in this 
locality ; and here we beheld a scene rich 
in beauty and possessing almost bound- 
less wealth to the Nurserymen. 
Within a few miles of Geneva there are 
more than 10,000 acres of land that 
save been converted into seemingly one 
grand nursery, nota foot of ground 
being left undeveloped, andthe value 
of this land can be better understood 
when we say that its estimated worth, 
when in proper cultivation, is from two 
to four thousand dollars per acre. It is 
only within the last dozen years this 
business has become an item here, and 
the owners, now millionaires, have 
made their fortunes right here. After 
riding tarough some dozen nurseries, 
we halted at the magnificent residence 
of Mr. Geo. W. Nicholas, just cutside of 
the town, and atter viewing his grounds, 
partook of some elegant refreshments 
served us by the ladies of his family. 
Again embarking in our carriages, we 
drove to the Franklin Hotel, overlcok- 
ing and immediately upon the Seneca, 
where we are most comtortably quartcr- 
ed as the guests of the town. 

At nine o’clock last evenings a most ele- 
gant and sumptuous banquet was served 
in the dining room of the notel, around 
which some hundred of the citizens 
gathered with us, and for 
two hours a feast of wine and 
wit were indulged in. 
from the citizens of the place were ex- 
pressive of the kindest feelings and the 
warmest sympathy towards the South- 
ern people, and the tone of the remarks 
of the gentlemen of our party, here as 
elsewhere, are to the end to show to the 
people of the North that the Southern 
people have been most miserably mis- 
represented as to their feelings and in- 
tentions, and we are glad to know that 
our presence and words are carrying

At Watertown we become the guest of 
the New York Press Association, and 
will remain with them three days, tak- 
ing an excursion to the Thousand Is- 
lands and probably Montreal in the
